SITE OF PEACE PAGODA 
DEDICATED AT THE 
MADOC ART CENRE 


Local persons and people as far 
away as Toronto, Ottawa, Parry 
Sound and New York ignored the 
threst of rain and crowded the studio 
‘and overflowed into the gallery at the 
Madoc Art Centre dedication service 
of the site of Canada’s First Peace 


Pagoda. The Peace Pagoda is the | 


Centre’s Centennial project. 

The service was conducted by Rev. 
J. H. Thompson of St. Jolin the Bap», 
tist Anglican Church, Madoc, Ontario. 

The Christian service consisted of 
readings of scripture, prayers of con- 
fession, peace, thanksgiving and in- 
tercession. Rev. _ Thompson spoke 
briefly of his experience in Japan, fol- 
lowing the last war. 

A special colour party from «the 
‘Royal Canadian Legion, Madoc 
Branch, arranged the raising of the 
American, British, Canadian and 
Japanese flags, assisted by members 


of the International Committee of the | 


Kiwanis Club, Tweed. Boy. Scouts 
from the Madoc Troop planted trees 
between the flags, a cherry tree for 
Japan, a. maple for Canada and an 
oak for the Unitéd Kingdom and the 
United States. 

Roy Cadwell, director of the Madoc 
Art Centre, spoke of the purpose of 
the Peace Pagoda, as 4 symbol of 
Peace and Friendship between the 
East an the West, “No longer can 
we depend upon governments to pre- 
serve the peace of the world”, he said. 
“It is necessary that the people do 
something too.’ The land for the 
Peace Pagoda was donated by the 
Centre and the Indo-Japanese Friend- 
ship Association, is responsible for 
the construction. Mr. Cadwell ex- 
pressed the hope that Canadians 
would also like to help in the project 
j but in any case the Peace Pagoda 
{would be erected. 

“Some day,” he continued, “Canada 
will set aside a special day during 
the year as. Peace Day. Eventually, 
other countries will do the same and 
finally the whole’ world will have a 
Peace Day that they will celebrate 
together. As nations begin to think 
in terms of peace and not war, the 
possibility of universal peace will be- 
come greater. The building of a 
Peace Pagoda in Canada as a gift of 
the Japanese people is an example of 
what people to people organization 


can do. In the years to come, it will | 


serve as a light-house to guide our 
hearts and minds in the ways of 
peace.”

For almost a century and a half 


the old Town Clock on Citadel Hill 
in Halifax has ticked away the hours 
of a rapidly developing period in our 
nation’s history. [It is a landmark of 
nenown, both for Canadians, landed 
immigrants and visitors from other 
lands, for it is one of the first eye- 
catching structures visible as ships 
sail into Halifax harbor. It was also 
one of the last things to be remem- 
bered as soldiers and sailors, enlisted 
in both world wars, boarded the con- 
voys in Beford Basin en route to 
scenes of battle. It seems, therefore, 
important to me that I include some 
of its history and the recent develop- 
ment for its use, in my continuing 
review of historical events and arti- 
facts. 

It is a most interesting and charm- 
ing building. Its construction was pro- 
posed by the Duke of Kent when he 
was in charge of military operations 
in Halifax. Tradition has it that the 
Duke was very particular about pun-

Soccer is not exactly taking 
North America by storm, but it 


fs creating the odd cloudburst. 


One of the most exciting in- 
ternational teams to demon- 
strate the toe and head game 
in this continent is the Wolver- 
hampton Wanders, or as you 


" have come to know them, the 


Wolves. Of all the world class 
sides playing over ‘ere the 
Wolves have perhaps what is 
the most interesting history. 


It is one of the oldest clubs 
in Great Britain and naturally 
itis quite proud of its long 


tradition in the game, especial-- 


ly since it can claim to be one 
of the original: 12 clubs to 
form the English Football 
League back in 1888. 


The club. actually started to 
play “football” in 1877 on a 
field known as Goldthorn Hill. 
In. its debut the club was 
named Blakenhall St. Luke's, 
but it quickly joined forces 
with the Wanders Cricket Club 
to amalgamate under its pres- 


ent title, 


Two of the originators, John 
Baynton and John Brodie, 
were members of the team 
which competed in the Final of 
the Football association Cup 
at Kennington Oval in 1889. 


Before coming into the Foot- 
ball League the Wanders parti- 
eipated in a host of many of 
the important games in the 
Midlands. One of the key 
matches was against the num- 
ber one team in Wolverhamp- 
ton, Stafford Road, which fell 
5-1 to the Wanders. 


From that point on the Wan. 
ders became the accepted 
champion of Wolverhampton 
while the star of Stafford Road 
steadily declined. 


In 1884 the Wanders found 
a new residence at Dudley 
Road and. their first trophy 
win was the Wrekin Cup... 


Wolves’ first entry in the F, 
A. Cup was the 1883-34 sea- 
son. In the first round they 
knocked: off Eaton Rangers 
41, but in the second round 
they fell 42 to Wednesbury 
Old Athletic. 


The Wolves have since that 
time appeared in ten F. A. Cup

Meanwhile, we have our po- 
lice chiefs collectively and in- 
dividually urging a get-tough 
attitude. Because the present 
system has failed to reduce 
crime, they would have prison- 
dy kept in jail for longer peri- 


Lacking an understanding of 
social pressures, too many po- 
licemen fall into vindictive- 
ness, clinging to the concept of 
punishment as the only sure 
cure for anti-social behavior. 


Thus it was that at the an- 
nual meeting of the Ontario 
Association of Chiefs of Police, 
the blame for. crime was put on 
laxity in homes, schools and 
courts. 


Their president, Chief J. S. 
Torrance of Sarnia, said police 
must cope with “the products 
of broken or undisciplined 


Whither penal reform? 


Police must of course cope 
with such problems; this is 


what they are paid for, ands 


their jobs are difficult and 


complaints rather than sugges- 
gions for constructive action. 


It is unfortuante that ou 
police departments cannot be 
looked to as sources of useful 
suggestions on how we might 


“better deal with the problems 


with which police must cope. 


But police are policemen; 
they are,hired to arrest per- 


sons suspected of crimes. It is 


here their duty ends, And as 
long as their duty ends at this 


matter of arrests, rather than 
punishment and justice, which 
is beyond their province. . 


But police do have a great 
influence on our lawmakers 
and judges. Their influence, 
however. is aimed primarily at 
making the jobs of policemen 
easier and policemen more ef- 
ficient. This. neglects that 


_much greater and more. diffi- 


cult field of crime PREVEN- 
TION and prisoner REHABIL- 
ITATION.

For this, we must turn to © 


enlightened law makers, in- 
formed social workers, and in- 
telligent public opinion. 

Rather than there being too 
many accused let off by the 
courts, actually too many are 
being sent to jail. 


Because criminals usually — 
but not always — hurt them- 
selves more than’ they hurt so- 
ciety, We spend little time 
worrying about them. 


Canada has generally a low 
crime rate but it-has the, high- 
est rate per capita of persons 
in jail in the civilized world. 
Our society ignores this prob- 
lem, just as it ignores the 
problem of compensating the 
victims of crime.

* Early this week Hastings *County 
Council defeated a surprise motion 
to upset a high school amalgamation 
bylaw passed by the body only three | 
months ago. | 

The vote was 24-9 and saw several 
firsts rung up by the county council 
body. } 

Jt was the first time in the memory 
of councillors that an attempt had 
been made to rescind a bylaw ap- 
proved only a short time previously; 
it marked one of the rare occasions | 
that a recorded vote had been re-' 
quested and was the first time at | 
least in m@ny years that a councillor 
had stood on his right to cast more- 
than one vote on the same question. | 

Thurlow township ° reeve, Carl | 
Thomperon, presented the rescinding | 
motion, stating that residents in his” 
municipality were — solidly behind | 
‘ownship council in opposing the 
move to join the Stirling-Rawdon and 
Centre Hastings High School District | 
with the Bay of Quinte District. 

He asked that the amalgama-ion 
bylaw be rescinded and that the Bay 
of Quinte Distict Board revert to the 
original member municipalities. These 
are the townships of Sidney, Thurlow, 
Tyendinaga and Ameliasburg, the 
village of Fankford and the city of ' 
Belleville. 

Sidney, Thurlow, Tyendinaga and | 
the village of Frankford opposed | 
passage of the amalgamating bylaw . 
Jast April but it was carried by. 
council as a whole and later approved | 
by the county of Prince Edward: and 


County Warden, William Shannon, 
admitted that he was perplexed about ; 
the right of Reeve Thompson to ask 
for rescinding of a bylaw passed only 
three months ago. 

And even Clerk-Treasurer Carl 
Bateman was at loss for the proper 
answer. 

The clerk said that in his opinion 
Mr. Thompson had the right to pre- 
sent the motion. but doubted if any

Reeve Thompson claimed county 
council should have given more con- 
sideration to assessment and popula- 
tion ratios represented by the four op- 
posing municipalities before passing 
the school bylaw.

Inspection work 
of the agriculture and fisheries 
department — the grading of 
meats and fish — also would 
be transferred. 

One of the ‘most important 
recommendations is that the 
Registrar-General should ac- 


- tively inform the public about 


laws covering consumer credit. 
As with all government re- 
ports, this one could either 
gather dust, or be put into 
oehect on a piece-meal basis, It 
is highly probably that most of 


the .recommendations will be. 


acted on, if only because Mr. 
Turner is determined to break 
important new ground in his 
present cabinet post. 

Mr. Turner said in an inter- 
view that he hoped the new 
report would “hasten and fo- 
cus public debate on the con- 
sumer interest.” 

There has been. mild op- 
position from certain business 
interests to the very idea of a 
consumer affairs role in the 
federal .government. The ex- 


tended debates over consumer | 


credit laws were an indication 
of how touchy a subject this is.
